At Gathering 


Bowers Lot Bought 
On W. Franklin, But 
Only As First Step 


A key committee of the Circle­ 
ville Chamber of Commerce de­ 
scribed Thursday night how the 
first definite step has been taken 
in a long-range program to provide 
adequate off-street parking r o o m 
for the community. 
It was the top subject for dis­ 
cussion at a dinner gathering 
sponsored by the Chamber’s Re­ 
tail Merchants Committee. Dis­ 
cussions also ranged over sever­ 
al other matters of general Im­ 
portance to the downtown mer­ 
chants. 
Nearly 40 tradesmen attended 
the dinner, which was not limited 
to 
Chamber 
membership. 
The 
Chamber’s Retail Merchants Com­ 
mittee is headed by Jim Yost. 
A special committee, headed by 
Joe Burns as chairman, spear­ 
headed the first step taken — pur­ 
chase of property on W. Franklin 
St. as nucleus for a future parking 
lot. It was emphasized that t h e 
step now completed involves only 
one property, and that “further ar­ 
rangements" will be needed before 
actual clearing and construction 
work can begin. 
• • • 
THE PROPERTY purchased by 
the Chamber, known as the Bow­ 
ers lot, is on the northeastern cor­ 
ner at the point where the first 
alley east of Scioto St. comes out 
on W. Franklin St. The property 
will be held by the Chamber until 
further steps ar# taken before any 
clearing work begins on th# Bow­ 
ers lot. 
, 
TK ,*«• was ho indication us to 
when “further arrangements" to 
expand the area can be expected. 
Spokesmen for the Chamber made 
it clear that the Current planning 
is long-range, dependent as it goes 
along on suitable financial terms 
and general community support. 
The original negotiating commit­ 
tee led by Burns also includes: 
Harry Clifton, Paul B r o w n and 
Ben Gordon. As special assistants 
to this group, Chamber President 
Howard Smith appointed H e n r y 
Reid, George Fuhrman and Adam 
Hamm. 
Action detailed Thursday night 
was the first definite step taken 
to ease a problem which, many 
community 
l e a d e r s 
claim, 
threatens the future of Circle­ 
ville’! trade volume. 
Prelim­ 
inaries moves which finally cen­ 
tered on the Bowers lot have 
been in progress here for more 
than a month. 
Foremost among the questions 
raised by the progress report was 
why the property was purchased in 
the western side of the city’s cen­ 
tral area. Burns, as chairm an af 
the negotiating, or parking, com­ 
mittee, pointed out this reaction 
was justified and to be expected 
from the general public. 
He went into detail at the din­ 
ner to explain the Chamber’s an­ 
swer. 
• • • 
IT ROUGHLY centered on four 
points: 
1. The Chamber “ had to start 
some place", and if suitable prop­ 
erty could have been obtained in 
other parts of the central city be­ 
fore negotiations began for the 
Bowers lot, the committee would 
have taken the prior offer. 
2. When steps are taken In one 
end of the city to relieve the park­ 
ing problem, the pressure is eased 
all over the community. B u r n s 
pointed out a relatively large sec­ 
tion of the downtown area w i l l 
draw benefits from a parking lot 
at the W. Franklin St. site. 
3. In reply to any merchant 
who might ask: “Supposing we 
could find a place for a parking 
lot in our own end of town?", the 
Chamber Will be glad to open ne­ 
gotiations in that location ## 
well. The offer, however, “ must 
be bona fide, and not merely a 
rumor”. And the potential loca­ 
tion must be large e n o u g h to 
match the Chamber’s planning.

ternoon Feb. 8. The committee pre­ 
sented its report and asked what 
action should be taken on securing 
this lot. 
‘The directors thought that this 
opportunity should not be passed 
up as it would be the first step in 
solving this very urgent need. The 
directors present v o t e d unani­ 
mously to purchase this lot and to 
hold it until additional space was 
made available in the same gen­ 
eral area or perhaps some other lo­ 
cation.

He was wrong. The martini is 
now being mechanized . 
This d rastic innov ation in the 
cock tail circu it is being p u shed 
by Eu stace Scannell, formerly 
with the alcohol tax u nit of the 
Internal Rev enu e Bu reau in Bos­ 
ton. 
On that job Scannell learned 
that bars were losing u p to 3 0 p er 
cent of their p rofits becau se of 
sp illage, ev ap oration and p e e r ­ 
age. So he and an engineering 
friend d esigned a metal liq u or 
meter. 
This little gad get, fastened to 
a bottle, is p ractically sp illp roof. 
It can be set to p ou r a stand ard 
amou nt of d rink , and clock s the 
ex act nu mber 
of 
d rink s 
that 
come ou t of the bottle. 
“ It tak es the gu esswork ou t of 
mak ing mix ed d rink s,” ex p lain­ 
ed Scannell. “ It gu arantees that 
both the bar owner and the cu s­ 
tomer get a fair d eal. Not, of 
cou rse, that bartend ers are d is­ 


honest. I d on’t believ e I ev er met 
a d ishonest bartend er.” 
Aw are that most martini lov ers 
are conv inced that mak ing their 
cock tail is a p roblem in art rath­ 
er than mechanics, 
S c a n n e l l 
mad e a scientific stu d y of the 
whole su bject. 
“ By hav ing the liq u or meters 
set on d ifferent gin bottles to 
p ou r larger or smaller q u anti­ 
ties,” he said , “ y ou can mak e 
the martini ex tra ex tra^x tra d ry , 
ex tra ex tra d ry , of ju st p lain ex ­ 
tra d ry , as the cu stomer chooses. 
“ Nobod y ev er ask ed for a wet 
martini. Few now ev en ask for 
a p lain martini or a d ry martini. 
Most call for an ex tra d ry m ar­ 
tini and hop e for the best.”

Op p osition to the Commu nist re­ 
gimes was strong before

d ied and Malenk ov annou nced his 
p olicy of more for the p eop le. That 
“new look ” p olicy u nd ou bted ly less­ 
ened su p ressed resistance a little, 
bu t there is still a great d eal. Re­ 
cent Iron Cu rtain trav elers rep ort 
continu ed 
bitterness and d isillu ­ 
sionment. 
With the new back -to-Stalin in­ 
d u strialization p olicy , Western d ip ­ 
lomats ex p ect resistance to in­ 
crease again. Some observ ers ex ­

One or two “front” men for 
the apparently outdated policy of 
more consumers goods may lose 
their jobs. But these diplomats 
think Russia will be just as happy 
to let “collective leadership”—on 
its way out at home—continue in 
the satellites as a barrier to any 
new' Titos. 
The big effect of the Moscow 
changes, the diplomats predict, is 
likely to be in the resistance of 
the 70 million people of Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Roman­ 
ia and Bulgaria. 
Opposition to the Communist re­ 
gimes was strong before 
Stalin 
died and Malenkov announced his 
policy of more for the people. That 
“new look” policy undoubtedly less­ 
ened supressed resistance a little, 
but there is still a great deal. Re­ 
cent Iron Curtain travelers report 
continued bitterness and disillu­ 
sionment. 
With the new back-to-Stalin in­ 
dustrialization policy, Western dip­ 
lomats expect resistance to in­ 
crease again. Some observers ex­ 
pect it to be kept underground by

“The perfect martini 
should 
consist of 3 to 4 parts of gin, one 
part vermouth, three parts w'ater. 
Most martini lovers will be hor­ 
rified to learn that melting ice 
puts that much water in their 
drink, but it does. 
“ If the 
bartender 
mixes It 
with cracked ice instead of ice 
cubes, the percentage of water 
rises. 
“If he uses less than 3 parts 
gin, it w'ill taste lik^ vermouth. 
If he uses more than 4 parts gin, 
it will taste like gin. In either 
case it won’t have a perfect mar­ 
tini flavor. The ideal martini has 
3.5 parts gin. 
“Anybody who puts either an 
olive or a piece of lemon peel 
in his martini is only compro­ 
mising 
with perfection. 
Some 
people leave out the lemon peel 
or olive because they think they 
will then get more martini. They 
don’t. The average bar martini 
still comes to three ounces. 
“The vodka martini is popular 
now, but really there is no such 
thing. You can’t get a true mar­ 
tini flavor except by using gin. 
Vodka is tasteless. If you use 
vodka, you end up with a ver­ 
mouth flavor. 
“ A martini tastes best at 38 
degrees. But you don’t need to 
carry a thermometer. Getting it 
to exactly the right temperature 
is wrhere the artistry of the bar­ 
tender comes in.”

WASHINGTON W—What lies be­ 
hind the Kremlin shuffle can onlj( 
be guessed at. There have been 
plenty of guesses No one can ar­ 
gue with certainty his guess is 
right. It’s too soon and there’s not 
Enough solid evidence. 
This writer knows of no one in 
the 
government, 
and 
reporters 
have 
asked plenty of questions, 
who pretends to speak with posi­ 
tiveness about events in Moscow 
this week. 
It has been traditional practice 
to view Kremlin turnovers as re­ 
sulting from power struggles and 
to predict an aftermath of bloody 
p u r g e s . 
There 
have been 
some 
previous examples to support such 
a view. 
But it doesn’t necessarily follow-, 
and may be only wishful thinking 
to believe so, that this must al­ 
ways be the case. That would as­ 
sume Russian Communists are too 
inflexible and stereotyped to meet 
new situations differently. 
Because 
Georgi 
M. 
Malenkov 
was dropped down to deputy pre­ 
m ie r , it has been argued he had 
Tost 
in 
a 
power 
struggle 
with 
Nikita S. Khrushchev and that the 
latter is now the No, I man and 
Stalin’s heir as dictator. But there 
can be an opposite view. 
From the time of Stalin’s death 
in 1953 it has generally been under­ 
stood—and this was also a guess— 
that his principal heirs, the top 
Russian Communists, have ruled 
as a committee with no one of 
jjhem dominant. 
Malenkov was a m ember of this 
ruling clique. It’s possible he has 
been only a front man from the 
beginning and now, with reasons 
still obscure but with his consent, 
the clique has decided he should 
step aside for another front man. 
His successor as premier, Mar­ 
shal Nikolai A. Bulganin, has been 
described as strictly a front man, 
either for the party or for Khrush­ 
c h e v . 
But if a committee is boss, and 
not Khrushchev at all, the time 
may come when Bulganin will be 
told to step aside to make way for 
Khrushchev or someone else. 
A lot of significance has been 
read into the appointment of Mar­ 
shal Georgi K. Zhukov as defense 
minister. Unlike Bulganin, who is 
a political general, Zhukov is a 
real .soldier and war hero. 
lf Zhukov’s elevation could mean, 
and has been so interpreted, that 
the generals have grown strong 
enough to force the Communist 
leaders to share authority with 
them, lf that is so, they might in 
time tke full control. 
But a contrary view can be of­ 
fered with as much legitimacy: 
that the Communist clique asked 
Zhukov to take the job either be­ 
cause of his ability or to give the 
^im pression at home or abroad that 
the arm y fully supports the party.

Cornbell swine producers were 
warned Thursday by the American 
Foundation for Animal Health that 
right now- is the best time to con­ 
tact local Veterinarians to work out 
the springes hog cholera and ery­ 
sipelas vaccination program. 
The foundation this week cau­ 
tioned that the veterinarian is t h e 
best judge of which cholera vaccine 
to use and when to use it to get 
effective immunization of the baby 
pigs. 
“If erysipelas has been in 
a 
herd, the owner should plan 
to 
vaccinate all his pigs against this 
killer,” the foundation says. “The 
vaccination is not IOO percent ef­ 
fective, but it will usually p r o ­ 
tect from four to six months, or 
until the hogs reach market age. 
“ If erysipelas has been in a herd 
and the owner does not vaccinate 
the new pig crop, some of the pigs 
may die. Those that do survive 
may be stunted and unthrifty and 
will perhaps be condemned or dock 
ed at the m arket.” 
As further protection from dis­ 
ease, a Foundation spokesman said, 
“ Farm ers should follow a good sys 
tem of sanitation, provide warm 
dry quarters, free from drafts, to 
protect the hogs from cold, w e t 
weather and get replacement stock 
from herds known to be disease- 
free.”

Neighbors of a dairymen who 
uses individual cow records may 
benefit from the record keeper’s 
records too, C. L. Blackman said.

dairy herd records show effects 
of different herd

practices. Neighbors of record 
keepers often copy practices that 
the herd records show are profit­ 
able. 
Blackman cited two Auglaize 
County herds to illustrate w h a t 
dairy herd records will show a 
dairyman and his neighbors. One 
herd was barely meeting f e e d 
costs while another herd return­ 
ed more than $400 per cow above 
feed costs in a year. 
The low profit herd received a 
pound of grain for each 2 pounds 
of milk while the high profit herd 
received only a pound of grain 
for each 4 4 pounds of m i l k .

herd was nearly double that fed 
the low herd, and the high profit 
herd produced 3 times as much 
milk as the low profit herd. 
Inherited ability of cows, and 
management practices a f f e c t 
dairy herd profits, Blackman re­ 
minded farmers. Individual cow 
records 
give 
the dairyman a 
careful check on both. Then, it’s 
up to the dairyman to use h i s 
records to improve his herd. His 
neighbors will continue to c o p y 
some of his good practices, but 
they will probably always lag be­ 
hind the record keeper.

Gains vary with age, size

show no gains with suckling calves. 
Stilbestrol feeding tests in oth­ 
er states show weight and grade 
changes similar to those 
found 
with implants in the Ohio tests. 
Ohio researchers plan 
to start 
tests to compare results from 
stilbestrol implanted under t h e 
skin with stilbestrol feeding. 
In the Ohio test, cattle treated 
with stilbestrol on pasture and fin­ 
ished on grain gained 0.6 pound 
more daily than similar cattle that 
received no stilbestrol. 
Federal Food and Drug Admin­ 
istration has approved feeding stil­ 
bestrol to beef cattle. They found 
no harmful Residues in meat from 
animals fed stilbestrol. Food a n d 
Drug has not approved stilbestrol 
implants yet. 
Extremely small amounts of 
stilbestrol are recommended—IO 
milligrams per animal dally. It 
takes 454,000 milligrams to equal 
a pound. 
Researchers still 
do not know 
whether stilbestrol residues may 
affect tankage and 
meat 
scrap 
made from offa^ of stilbestrol-fed 
cattle. To avoid any danger, they 
ask feeders to stop feeding stilbes­ 
trol 48 hours before c a t t l e are 
slaughtered. 
Purdue researchers found stil­ 
bestrol in m anure from cattle fed 
the hormone. They do not k n o w ' 
w hether this will affect hogs follow­ 
ing cattle in the feedlot. 
Stilbestrol is a synthetic product 
that resembles the female hormone

leads his followers into the lofty realm s of 
m oral philosophy. Too often his speech has 
been of the earth rather than inspired by 
revelation. How m any of them cou ld have 
thou ght, m u ch less pu t into rhetoric, the 
grandeu r of the Second Inau gu ral: 
“With malice toward none; with charity 
for all; with firm ness in the right, as God 
gives u s to see the right, let u s strive on to 
finish the work we are in; to bind u p the 
nation’s wou nds; to care for him who shall 
have borne the battle, and for his widow 
and his orp han — to do all which may 
achieve and cherish a ju st and lasting 
p eace among ou rselves and with all na­ 
tions.’’ 
A braham Lincoln thou ght lyrically and 
his p oetry was su nshine in a dark moment 
of national history. He requ ired no ghost­ 
writer. He was not briefed by researchers. 
He called no conferences to decide what he 
was to think and say. His artistry came 
from his consciou sness, and to it, no man 
cou ld add or detract. 
A m an who cou ld compose the “Gettys­ 
bu rg A ddress” on the back of an envelope 
while travelling on a railroad train is u n­ 
u su al am ong ou r politicians who generally 
su bm it their m ajor thou ghts to associates 
for criticism, the associates tak ing ou t of 
it everything that is of su fficient potency to 
p rodu ce controversy. 
Lincoln was never afraid of controver­ 
sy. In fact, he started his national career 
as a controversialist, debating the little 
giant, Stephen Dou glas, no m ean man. The 
Lineoln-Dou glas D ebates stirred a genera­ 
tion by the deftness of logic, by the fu ll­ 
ness of the k nowledge of both debaters and 
by the cou rageou s stance of each m an on 
a pu blic qu estion. There was no pu ssy-foot­ 
ing in anything that Lincoln did and said, 
as the m ore pop u lar Seward discovered to 
his discomfitu re. 
What a wonderfu l thing it wou ld be in 
this age of television if two candidates for 
the Presidency—say Eisenhower and Ste­ 
venson in 19 52—cou ld have debated the is­ 
su es before the nation, face to face, with 
qu estions and answ ers and interpolations.

DIET AND HEALTH 


When Baby's Ear Aches 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IF you r baby pu lls at his ear, 
or screams and tu rns Jiis head 
from side to side, he may have 
an earache. These signs are even 
more indicative of an earache if 
he has a cold and a fever. 
Cause of Earache 
The most common cau se of an 
earache is an infection of the 
middle p art of the ear which may 
occu r in the so-called “catching” 
diseases, especially in colds or in 
cases of sore throat. 
These disease germs m ight be 
carried to the ear throu gh a tu be 
which 
leads from the 
baby’s 
throat to the middle p art of his 
ear. In this way, the ear m ight 
become Infected. 
What To Do 
If you r baby has an earache, 
don't get ex cited. There’s a lot 
you can do to help him. 
First of all, call you r doctor. 
He’ll be able to give him penicil­ 
lin, streptomycin or one of the 
other antibiotics, or one of the 
su lfonamide dru gs. He may also 
adv ise you to p u t three or fou r 
drops of warm glycerin or m in­ 
eral oil in the ear every few hou rs. 
Apply ing Warmth 
W armth u su ally has a soothing 
effect. There are nu merou s ways 
of applying it. Probably the easi­ 
est is to place a hot water bag or 
heating pad against the baby’s 
Mak e 


You can also use a cloth so aked 
in hot water and wru ng nearly 
dry, or even a bag of salt warmed 
in the oven. And 
remember a 
partially filled water bo ttle o r 
bag of salt will feel more co m­ 
fortable to you r baby than well- 
filled bags. 
Ano ther Help 
Sometimes the warmth o f the 
palm of you r hand placed against 
the baby’s ear will help reliev e 
the pain. 
You can also giv e him aspirin. 
Half a tablet Is enou gh fo r chil­ 
dren u nder six years of age. 
If there Is a discharge fro m the 
ear, you can wipe it clean with 
dry, sterile cotton. Of co urse y o u 
mu st be very gentle. 
One more thing. Don't 
put 
warm oil or anything 
in an ear 
that is discharging 
unless y o ur 
doctor advises It.

DESOTO and 
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GROWING OIL IMPORTS 
FIFTEEN DOMESTIC oil producers, in 
intensification of a long campaign, have 
again presented arguments 
to Congress 
for holding imports of foreign oil to IO per 
cent of the domestic market. Imports have 
mounted to 25 per cent of the domestic 
m arket and American producers complain 
bitterly that domestic production is being 
held back drastically as a result. 
Oil producers assert that this year t h e 
idled capacity of the oil industry will be 2 
million barrels a day. This not only de­ 
presses the producing industry and work­ 
ers but supply industries as well. Limiting 
imports to IO per cent of the domestic m ar­ 
ket would stimulate the whole American 
economy, they assert. 
Congress should resolve this problem of 
oil imports on the basis of the national in­ 
terest, the oil men assert. They ask wheth­ 
er it is to Am erica’s interest to take in­ 
creasing volumes of oil from Asia a n d 
elsewhere, thus building up the oil indus­ 
try in other nations, when in ail probabil­ 
ity this country would be shut off from im­ 
ports from such sources in case of war. 
They see dam age to the domestic poten­ 
tial by limitation of production. 
These are relevant questions which Con­ 
gress m ust answer in devising national pol­ 
icy. If the answer is in favor of domestic 
producers, the American oil industry will 
be stimulated as never before. 


CITY COUSIN IN CONGRESS 
NEWEST MEMBER of the House Agri­ 
culture Committee claims the distinction of 
having nary a solitary farm in his district. 
Victor L: Anfuso is from Brooklyn, the 
densely-populated borough of New York 
City which doesn’t even have room for a 
poor farm. Anfuso says he will represent 
the consumers’ point of view in considera­ 
tion of agricultural policy. 
Closest Anfuso came to direct bucolic 
contact was in Sicily, his birthplace, which 
he left at the age of nine. But he’s been 
working hard at reading up about farming 
and intends to tell his constituents the 
farm side of the food story as soon as he 
learns it. 
In fact, Anfuso is in favor of an organ­ 
ized effort to bring farm ers and consum­ 
ers closer together, and is convinced as a 
result of what he’s seen that there would 
be less lamenting in Brooklyn food m ar­ 
kets if Congress were to hold some inves­ 
tigations into the cost of producing a n d 
marketing food crops. 
It might be a good idea if future Con­ 
gresses were to follow the example of the 
Anfuso appointment to the Agriculture 
Committee and designate city dwellers as 
farm ers by act of Congress. In addition to 
aiding in mutual understanding of con- 
sumer-farmer problems, such a m o v e 
might give Brooklyn some breathing space 
—on paper that is—now limited to the out­ 
field at Ebbets Field. 


George E. Sokol sky’s 
These Days 


As the years roll in the saga of America, 
Abraham Lincoln grows in stature not be­ 
cause he was assassinated, nor even be­ 
cause he was President during our Civil 
War, but because he was a philosopher, a 
moralist, a rare figure among those who 
rise in our political system. 
The American President has usually 
been a politician, not a statesman; an op­ 
erator of the techniques of manipulating 
the people's choice, not a thinker who 
leads his followers into the lofty realms of 
moral philosophy. Too often his speech has 
been of the earth rather than inspired by 
revelation. How many of them could have 
thought, much less put into rhetoric, the 
grandeur of the Second Inaugural: 
“With malice toward none; with charity 
for all; with firmness in the right, as God 
gives us to see the right, let us strive on to 
finish the work we are in; to bind up the 
nation’s wounds; to care for him who shall 
have borne the battle, and for his widow 
and his orphan — to do all which may 
achieve and cherish a just and lasting 
peace among ourselves and with all na­ 
tions.’’ 
Abraham Lincoln thought lyrically and 
his poetry was sunshine in a dark moment 
of national history. He required no ghost­ 
writer. He was not briefed by researchers. 
He called no conferences to decide what he 
was to think and say. His artistry came 
from his consciousness, and to it, no man 
could add or detract. 
A man who could compose the “Gettys­ 
burg Address” on the back of an envelope 
while travelling on a railroad train is un­ 
usual among our politicians who generally 
submit their major thoughts to associates 
for criticism, the associates taking out of 
it everything that is of sufficient potency to 
produce controversy. 
Lincoln was never afraid of controver­ 
sy. In fact, he started his national career 
as a controversialist, debating the little 
giant, Stephen Douglas, no mean man. The 
Lineoln-Douglas Debates stirred a genera­ 
tion by the deftness of logic, by the full­ 
ness of the knowledge of both debaters and 
by the courageous stance of each man on 
a public question. There was no pussy-foot­ 
ing in anything that Lincoln did and said, 
as the more popular Seward discovered to 
his discomfiture. 
What a wonderful thing it would be in 
this age of television if two candidates for 
the Presidency—say Eisenhower and Ste­ 
venson in 1952—could have debated the is­ 
sues before the nation, face to face, with 
questions and answers and interpolations. 
Perhaps the nation might have discovered 
that the egg-heads are really behind the 
scenes. It might be like the speaker with 
“the perfect voice” who squeaks through a 
few paragraphs when the microphone has 


I suddenly and for no just cause gone dead. 
Lincoln lives for us not so much in deeds 
as in ideas. “I intend no modification of 
my oft-expressed personal wish that a 11 
men everywhere could be free.” ‘What is 
conservatism? Is it not adherence to the 
old and tried, against the new and un­ 
tried?” Replying to the South Carolina 
Commissioners, he said: “As President, I 
have no eyes but constitutional eyes; I can­ 
not see y o i^ ’ 
One can pick and choose n u g g e t s of 
thought, wisely and literately spoken, cour­ 
ageously phrased with no idea of advan- 
tage. Such men do not often appear in any 
country; they have rarely appeared in ours 
-since that magnificent group of philosoph­ 
ers sat in Independence Hall to adopt t h e 
Declaration of Independence and later to 
write the Constitution.

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When Baby's Ear Aches 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IF your baby pulls at his ear, 
or screams and turns Jus head 
from side to side, he may have 
an earache. These signs are even 
more indicative of an earache if 
he has a cold and a fever. 
Cause of Earache 
The most common cause of an 
earache is an infection of the 
middle part of the ear which may 
occur in the so-called “catching” 
diseases, especially in colds or in 
cases of sore throat. 
These disease germs might be 
carried to the ear through a tube 
which 
leads from the baby’s 
throat to the middle part of his 
ear. In this way, the ear might 
become Infected. 
What To Do 
If your baby has an earache, 
don’t get excited. There’s a lot 
you can do to help him. 
First of all, call your doctor. 
He’ll be able to give him penicil­ 
lin, streptomycin or one of the 
other antibiotics, or one of the 
sulfonamide drugs. He may also 
advise you to put three or four 
drops of warm glycerin or m in­ 
eral oil in the ear every few hours 
Applying Warmth 
W armth usually has a soothing 
effect. There are numerous ways 
of applying it. Probably the easi­ 
est Is to place a hot water bag or 
heating pad against the baby’s 
ear. Make sure either is well 
wrapped in a towel or some other 
cloth, so It will not burn his sen­ 
sitive skin. 


You can also use a cloth soaked 
In hot water and wrung nearly 
dry, or even a bag of salt warmed 
in the oven. And remember a 
partially filled water bottle or 
bag of salt will feel more com­ 
fortable to your baby than well- 
filled bags. 
Another Help 
Sometimes the warm th of the 
palm of your hand placed against 
the baby’s ear will help relieve 
the pain. 
You can also give him aspirin. 
Half a tablet is enough for chil­ 
dren under six years of age. 
If there is a discharge from the 
ear, you can wipe It clean with 
dry, sterile cotton. Of course you 
must be very gentle. 
One more thing. Don’t put 
warm oil or anything in an ear 
th a t is discharging unless your 
doctor advises it.

M. R : I recently had an exami­ 
nation and was told I have sub­ 
cutaneous nodules. W hat would 
cause them? 
Answer: Swelling under the 
skin m ight be due to a variety 
of causes. A condition known as 
von R eck lisg h au sen produces 
swellings of this type. Multiple 
tumors of other types might also 
occur. 
You should have a biopsy done 
of these swellings; th at is, a bit 
of tissue should be removed and 
examined under the microscope 
to help determ ine their ea u *

His crit­ 
ics include such contrasting fig­ 
ures as Albert Einstein, who first 
proposed the atomic experiment 
to F.D H,, and Albert Gore, the 
New Dealish senator from Ten­ 
nessee. 
The basis for the accusation 
is White House support of the 
Dixon Yates contract, which has 
involved the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission in partisan controversy 
on Capitol Hill. The opposition 
also charges that, in appointing 
new AEC personnel and in ap­ 
proving contracts for experimen­ 
tation in peacetime application of 
nuclear power, Ike tends to fav­ 
or private rather than public int­ 
erest*. 
In short, the atom, including 
the bomb itself, has at last ex 
ploded into politics and econom­ 
ics—and into everyday 
reality. 
What amuses the

Eisenhower cannot be held re­ 
sponsible for this nomilitary ex­ 
plosion.

MILK REGULATION 
June — 1953 
This regulation is the 1953 Edition of 
the U. S. Public Health Service Milk 
Ordinance, adjusted for legal adoption 
as a milk regulation by local boards 
of health In the State of 
Ohio. 
The 
changes in the present regulation are 
those made necessary by requirem ents 
of the Ohio Revised Cods, Otherwise 
the language and requirem ents of the 
original ordinance are unchanged. 
This regulation contains all of 
the 
requirem ents necessary for the produc­ 
tion, 
processing, 
and 
distribution 
of 
Grade A pasteurized milk in Ohio. Its 
adoption and enforcem ent by all local 
boards of health In Ohio is recom ­ 
mended. 
Due to n u m e r o u s typographical 
changes In the regulation, it is recom­ 
mended that in those health districts in 
which an earlier edition of the Grade A 
regulation is in effect, the earlier reg­ 
ulation be repealed and the new regula­ 
tion be adopted.

June — 1953

WHAT is "abu ndant life” ? We 
Are not enjoy ing it when we are 
ill.

The word ‘shock,” as u sed in the 
medical sense, u su ally has nothing 
to do with electricity . The kind of 
shock y ou mu st know abou t is the 
kind cau sed by inju ry . 
Usu ally the v ictim becomes p ale. 
His skin may be cold and moist. 
His p u lse u su ally becomes rap id 
(ov er IOO p er minu te). He may be­ 
come wet with sweat and he may 
faint. 
Sev ere shock brings 
u ncon­ 
sciou sness. If the shock is v ery 
deep , it can p rodu ce death. Se­ 
v ere shock shou ld be treated by 
a p hy sician, bu t y ou can t a k e 
emergency action while waiting 
for him to arriv e. 
Some degree of shock will resu lt 
from bu rns, broken limbs, and oth­ 
er wou nds. The shock may be se­ 
riou s, or it may not. The s a f e s t 
thing to do is to assu me that it 
may become seriou s. 
The first step s in handling shock 
are to make the p atient lie down, 
and to wrap him warmly . Try to 
keep a v ictim from seeing his 
wou nd. Stop bleeding, sp lint brok­ 
en bones, and ap p ly dry dressings 
to sev ere bu ms. Use whatev er y ou 
hav e at hand to keep him warm, 
bu t do not let him get ov erheated. 
If the p atient p ersp ires too 
mu ch, his condition 
will 
get 
worse. Wrap p ing in blankets, of 
cou rse, is easiest and best. If 
blankets are not av ailable, u se a 
coat, drap ery , ru g, or any thing 
else y ou can Pind. 
The v ictim’s head shou ld be lev el 
with or lower than his body . How­ 
ev er, if y ou see there is a head in­ 
ju ry , hav e the head slightly raised. 
If the p atient is able to swallow, 
remember there is a solu tion that 
y ou can make y ou rself of water, 
salt and soda which will help to 
p rev ent or delay the ap p earance of 
sev ere shock. It is esp ecially good 
for v ictims of mild to moderate 
bu rns. 
It mu st be mix ed in the right 
p rop ortions, and it mu st not be 
giv en if the p atient cannot swal­ 
low. 
To make this liq u id, stir one 
teasp oonfu l of salt and a half tea-

SUFFOCATION 
Su ffocation can resu lt from p res­ 
su re on the neck or chest, as when 
the v ictim is 
p inned down 
by 
wreckage. It also can be cau sed by 
breathing in du st, dirt, food, liq ­ 
u id, smoke or gas. Contact with a 
liv e electric wire may p araly ze 
breathing. 
Drowning p ersons are v ictims of 
su ffocation. 
The u su al signs of su ffocation 
are cou ghing and sp u ttering or 
other 
difficu lty 
in 
breathing. 
Then breathing stop s. Hie v i c- 
tim ’s face may tu rn p u rp le and 
his lip s and finger nails may be­ 
come blu e. He soon will become 
u nconsciou s u nl e s s y ou act 
q u ickly . 
The first emergency action to 
take when a p erson is su ffocating is 
to get him away from the cau se of 
his condition. If he is in contact 
with a liv e wire, do not tou ch him 
withou t first p rotecting y ou rself. - 
Shu t off the cu rrent if y ou can. 
If not, stand on dry wood or p ap er 
and p rotect y ou r hands with dry 
glov es or cloth before tou ching him. 
Better still, try to p u ll or p oke the 
wire away from him with a dry 
stick or rop e. This shou ld be done 
only after making su re the wire 
will not inju re y ou rself or others. 
If the v ictim is in a room filled 
with gas, smoke or water, g e t 
him ou t as fast as y ou can. Then 
lay him face down and tu rn his 
head to one side. Remov e any 
objects from bis mou th and with 
y ou r finger ex p lore his mou th 
and throat for any obstru ction. 
Then ap p ly artificial resp iration 
at once. 
If y ou do not know how to ap p ly 
artificial resp iration, y ou hav e one 
more reason for taking a Red 
Cross first-aid cou rse right now. 
In su ch a cou rse y ou will not only 
be told how to giv e artificial res­ 
p iration, bu t y ou will get p ractical 
ex p erience u nder trained instru c­ 
tors. It is something e v e r y o ne 
needs to know and p ractice.

MOVING INJURED 
Unless y ou are a trained first-aid 
worker, the best adv ice on mov ing 


inju red p ersons is — don’t. If the 
v ictim is in p ain, awkward hand 
ling may increase his su ffering 
and bring on sev ere shock. 
If he has broken bones, mov ing 
him arou nd may allow the bo ne 
ends to damage the su rrou nding 
tissu e and nerv es. If he has a heac 
inju ry , or a broken neck or back, 
any clu msy changing of his p osi­ 
tion may cau se p ermanent inju ry 
or death. 
So, if y ou do not know how to 
mov e an inju red p erson, make 
u p y ou r mind to let him alone. 
Of cou rse, if some member of 
y ou r family is in danger of bu rning 
to death, or of su ffocating in 
smoke or gas-filled room, y ou will 
hav e to mov e him regardless of his 
inju ries. 
In general, y ou r ru le shou ld be: 
If he will die if NOT mov ed — then 
mov e him. Bu t remember that the 
right way to mov e the badly hu rt 
p erson is to keep him ly ing down 
flat. 
This means that y ou need a lit­ 
ter and someone to help y ou carry 
it. If no litter is av ailable, take a 
door off its hinges or u se a wide 
board. If y ou u se a board, tie the 
v ictim to it with strip s of cloth so 
he won’t roll off. 
If y ou can get two other p eop le 
to help y ou carry the Inju red 
p erson, the three of y ou can lift 
and mov e him for a short dis- 
tance withou t a litter. To do this 
it is necessary to kneel on the 
same side of the v ictim and slide 
y ou r hands u nder him as gently 
as p ossible. Then, with a1] three 
of y ou lifting at once, raise him 
carefu lly from the floor. 
When y ou stand u p , mov e to­ 
gether as a team. Walk in step so 
as not to jar the v ictim any more 
than y ou can help . 
Nev er “jacknife” an inju red p er­ 
son into a car seat in y ou r haste 
to get him to a hosp ital or first­ 
aid station. This will only make his 
inju ries worse and may kill him. 


Instea d o f try ing to driv e him to 
so me pla ce where he ca n g et med­ 
ica l help, lea v e him where he is 
a nd send fo r the help y o u need. 
USE YOUR HEAD

^ The main thing to remember is, 
let the v ictim alone unless he is 
bleeding to death, su ffocating, bad­ 
ly bu rned, or in shock. A wou nd 
can be v ery u gly and still not en­ 
danger a p erson’s life. There is 
only one way to be su re abou t the 
right thing to do and when 
to do it 
-take a first-aid cou rse. Mean­ 
while, try to remember the gen­ 
eral ru les for a c c i d e nt emer­ 
gencies.

of 
cabbage, 
bought 700 pounds of ice to keep 
it from spoiling and hopes he gets 
his money back. 
The owner of the truck, C. W. 
Benson, of Wilmington, N. C., tele­ 
graphed police yesterday that his 
driver phoned long distance saying 
he “ mislaid” the truck and ran 
up a big taxi bill trying to find 
it. 
Wingate found the truck and its 
perishable cargo where It had been 
parked on 
a side street since 
Wednesday. The detective bought 
the ice and hopes the substitute 
driver arrives before it melts—and 
with the money to repay him. 


Turnpike Service

The first important thing to do 
when a person is suffering from 
shock after an accident is to make 
him lie down and wrap or cover 
him just enough to keep him warm. 
A first-aid course is essential if 
you want to learn one of th e 
most important aids in treating 
suffocation — artificial respira­ 
tion. 
Trying to move an injured man 
in the wrong way can cause his 
death. 
These and many other warnings 
are included in the U. S. Govern­ 
ment’s list of Civil Defense acci­ 
dent emergency precautions, com­ 
piled for the average, untrained 
person and brought to The Her­ 
ald’s readers in three articles as a 
public service. Dealing with tr#at- 
ment of shock, the CD manual 
goes on as follows: 
* * * 
The word ‘shock,” as used in the 
medical sense, usually has nothing 
to do with electricity. The kind of 
shock you must know about is the 
kind caused by injury. 
Usually the victim becomes pale. 
His skin may be cold and moist. 
His pulse usually becomes rapid 
(over IOO per minute). He may be­ 
come wet with sweat and he may 
faint* 
Severe shock brings 
uncon­ 
sciousness. If the shock is very 
deep, it can produce death. Se­ 
vere shock should be treated by 
a physician, but you can t a k e 
emergency action while waiting 
for him to arrive. 
Some degree of shock will result 
from burns, broken limbs, and oth­ 
er wounds. The shock may be se­ 
rious, or it may not. The s a f e s t 
thing to do is to assume that it 
may become serious. 
The first steps in handling shock 
are to make the patient lie down, 
and to wrap him warmly. Try to 
keep a victim from seeing his 
wound. Stop bleeding, splint brok­ 
en bones, and apply dry dressings 
to severe burns. Use whatever you 
have at hand to keep him warm, 
but do not let him get overheated. 
If the patient perspires too 
much, 
his condition 
will get 
worse. Wrapping in blankets, of 
course, is easiest and best. If 
blankets are not available, use a 
coat, drapery, rug, or anything 
else you can find. 
The victim’s head should be level 
with or lower than his body. How­ 
ever, if you see there is a head in­ 
jury, have the head slightly raised. 
If the patient is able to swallow, 
remember there is a solution that 
you can make yourself of water, 
salt and soda which will help to 
prevent or delay the appearance of 
severe shock. It is especially good 
for victims of mild to moderate 
burns. 
It must be mixed In the right 
proportions, and it must not be 
given if the patient cannot swal­ 
low. 
To make this liquid, stir one 
teaspoonful of salt and a half tea­ 


spoonful of baking soda into a 
quart of water. A quart milk bot­ 
tle will do for a container, and 
it is easy to drink from. G i v e 
the victim as much as he is will­ 
ing to take. 
It would be a good idea in pre­ 
paring any first-aid kit to measure 
out the right amounts of salt and 
soda into moistureproof envelopes 
beforehand. Then you will need 
only to dump the contents of the 
envelopes into quart bottles of 
fresh water, if they s h o u l d be 
needed. 
DO NOT attempt to give any­ 
thing by mouth to a victim who is 
vomiting, semiconscious or in very 
severe shock. The liquid may get 
into his windpipe or lungs and 
cause him to strangle. Do not give 
anything by mouth to a person with 
an abdominal wound. 
* * * 
SUFFOCATION 
Suffocation can result from pres­ 
sure on the neck or chest, as when 
the victim is pinned down 
by 
wreckage. It also can be caused by 
breathing in dust, dirt, food, liq­ 
uid, smoke or gas. Contact with a 
live electric wire may paralyze 
breathing. 
Drowning persons are victims of 
suffocation. 
The usual signs of suffocation 
are coughing and sputtering or 
other 
difficulty 
in 
breathing. 
Then breathing stops. The v i c- 
tim’s face may turn purple and 
his lips and finger nails may be­ 
come blue. He soon will become 
unconscious u n l e s s you act 
quickly. 
The first emergency action to 
take when a person is suffocating is 
to get him away from the cause of 
his condition. If he is in contact 
with a live wire, do not touch him 
without first protecting yourself. • 
Shut off the current if you can. 
If not, stand on dry wood or paper 
and protect your hands with dry 
gloves or cloth before touching him. 
Better still, try to pull or poke the 
wire away from him with a dry 
stick or rope. This should be done 
only after making sure the w'ire 
will not injure yourself or others. 
If the victim is in a room filled 
with gas, smoke or water, g e t 
him out as fast as you can. Then 
lary him face down and turn his 
head to one side. Remove any 
objects from his mouth ami with 
your finger explore his mouth 
and throat for any obstruction. 
Then apply artificial respiration 
at once. 
If you do not know how to apply 
artificial respiration, you have one 
more reason for taking a Red 
Cross first-aid course right now. 
In such a course you will not only 
be told how to give artificial res­ 
piration, but you will get practical 
experience under trained instruc­ 
tors. It is something e v e r y o n e 
needs to know and practice. 
* rn * 
MOVING INJURED 
Unless you are a trained first-aid 
worker, the best advice on moving 


injured persons is — don’t. If the 
victim is in pain, awkward hand­ 
ling may increase his suffering 
and bring on severe shock. 
If he has broken bones, moving 
him around may allow the b o n e 
ends to damage the surrounding 
tissue and nerves. If he has a head 
injury, or a broken neck or back, 
any clumsy changing of his posi­ 
tion may cause permanent injury 
or death. 
So, if you do not know how to 
move an injured person, make 
up your mind to let him alone. 
Of course, if some member of 
your family is in danger of burning 
to death, or of suffocating in a 
smoke or gas-filled room, you will 
have to move him regardless of his 
injuries. 
In general, your rule should be: 
If he will die if NOT moved — then 
move him. But remember that the 
right way to move the badly hurt 
person is to keep him lying down 
flat. 
This means that you need a lit­ 
ter and someone to help you carry 
it. If no litter is available, take a 
door off its hinges or use a wide 
board. If you use a board, tie the 
victim to it with strips of cloth so 
he won’t roll off. 
If you can get two other people 
to help you carry the injured 
person, the three of you can lift 
and move him for a short dis­ 
tance without a litter. To do this 
it is necessary to kneel on the 
same side of the victim and slide 
your hands under him as gently 
as possible. Then, with all three 
of you lifting at once, raise him 
carefully from the floor. 
When you stand up, move to­ 
gether as a team. Walk in step so 
as not to jar the victim any more 
than you can help. 
Never “jacknife” an injured per­ 
son into a car seat in your haste 
to get him to a hospital or first­ 
aid station. This w ill only make his 
injuries worse and may kill him. 


Instead of trying to drive him to 
some place where he can get med­ 
ical help, leave him where he is 
and send for the help you need. 
USE YOUR HEAD 
* 
The main thing to remember is, 
let the victim alone unless he is 
bleeding to death, suffocating, bad­ 
ly burned, or in shock. A wound 
can be very ugly and still not en­ 
danger a person’s life. There is 
only one way to be sure about the 
right thing to do and when to do it 
—take a first-aid course. Mean­ 
while, try to remember the gen­ 
eral rules for a c c i d e n t emer­ 
gencies. And use your head.
